John D. O’Bryant was one of 
Boston’s stalwart citizens, a 
voice of reason and an eternal 
advocate for education. 

Mr. O’Bryant was bom in 
Boston, Massachusetts and 
was educated in the Boston 
Public Schools, graduating 
from Boston English High 
School in 1948. He earned his 
Bachelor's and Master’s de- 
grees from Boston University. 
After serving in the United 
States Army, he began his ca- 
reer in 1955 as a teacher and 
later aS quidance counselor at 
Boston Technical High School. 
During his counseling years, he 
inspired thousands of stu- 
dents. Forever young at heart, 
John was devoted to athletics, 
especially basketball, and re- 
mained active in the Old Tim- 


ers’ Basketball Leaque. 

The driving force behind Mr. 
O’Bryant’s life was his family, 
his wife of thirty years, Cicily, 
and their sons, John, James, 
Richard, Paul and Bruce, and 
his son, Norman from a previ- 
ous marriage. Mr. O’Bryant was 
not only a husband and a fa- 
ther, but also a mentor, friend, 
and confidant to his colleagues 
and the community at large 
who respected and benefited 
from this quality of character. 
Whatever the need, he would 
try to meet it. Whether it was 
meditating, providing refer- 
ences, lobbying, or bringing 
people together to meet a goal 
or resolve a difference, he was 
there. Mr. O’Bryant was a con- 
summate politician witha 
steady hand and a willing heart 


... an African-American man of 
unwavering integrity who be- 
lieved “politics was the art of 
the possible.” 

As the first African-American 
member elected to the Boston 
Schoolicommitte ceatin 
O’Bryant toiled tirelessly in his 
advocacy for the school chil- 
dren of Boston. While serving 
as president for two separate 
terms, the second term he held 
until 1992, he consistently de- 
manded fairness and equality. 
He was instrumental in bring- 
ing the first African-American 
School Superintendent and the 
present Superintendent of 
Schools to the city. In all the 
years he served, he strived to 
bring the people of all back- 
grounds together to work to- 
ward the common goal of pro- 
viding a quality education to all 
the young people of Boston. 
This was the core of his life. 

Mr. O’Bryant was also the 
first director of the Health Vo- 
cational Training Program at 
Dimock Community Health 
Center. He served as the Vice 
President of Student Affairs at 
Northeastern University. He 
founded and helped to incor- 
porate such institutes as the 
Black Educators’ Alliance of 
Massachusetts and the Black 
Political Task Force. He was 
also a founding member of 
Roxbury Multi-Service Center, 
The Bridge Fund Inc., and Rox- 
bury Community College. Mr. 
O’Bryant achieved national 
prominence as the Chairman 
of the Council of Urban School 
Boards of the National School 
Boards Association. For 30 
years he was Chairperson of 
the NAACP Educational Coun- 
seling Committee, Trustee of 
the Boston Hospital for 
Women, and an active member 
of the Museum of Science 
Board of Trustees. He was a pi- 
oneer in many ways. 

We of the John D. O’Bryant 
School of Math and Science are 
proud to bear the name of such 
a distinguished, and noble 
man, and we still strive to walk 
in the shadow of his footsteps.
